Dear Mr. Dorworth: 

I am the president of the Wayne County Historical Society and am writing you on behalf of the Society's 
Board of Trustees. 

Apparently you still fail to recognize the link in our history that the D&H steam railroad provided and that it 
was very much the same company that created the gravity railroad and the canal. You fail to understand 
the importance of tourism to this area and that people who come to hike the trails be they just hikers or 
railroad buffs or history buffs are not looking for a short cut along a new road by the prison fence. 

When we presented you with a list of possible mitigation that we considered more reasonable than the 
tokens you were offering you asked "Couldn't you do these projects much better and more rapidly with the 
FBP as partners than on your own?" We answered that if the prison came and disrupted part of our 
history and trail, we would have to have you as partners to recover from the damage. You indicated that 
this was possible and asked us to put together more specific requests with associated costs. 

You have responded with the same tokenism that you offered in the beginning and obviously had no 
intention of partnering with anyone or having the prison be a “good citizen" of Wayne County. I can only 
express our sincere disappointment in your lack of candor and your lack of concern for our history and 
recreational needs as shown by your empty promises. 

We are disappointed that you signed the MOA before the promised discussion. We hope that the 
Harrisburg meeting will prove fruitful for the people of Wayne County.

Meeting of the Board of Directors 
June 20, 2000 

The regular monthly meeting of the Board of Directors of the ( . bondale 
Public Library took place on June 20, 2000 in the Board m of the 
Library. Present were Mesdames Miley, Calabro, Race, Mub i Messier is 
Pascoe, Matylewicz, Langan, Mattise, Wallis, Staple, Vandenberg, ,nd 
Powell. 

The recording secretary read the minutes of the May 16, 2000 meeting. Two 
corrections (one regarding the new flag on the Library’s flagpole, one 
regarding the date of the Martha Stewart program at the Library) were called 
for. With those corrections made, it was regularly moved (Miley) and 
seconded (Pascoe) that the minutes be approved and place on file. The 
motion carried. 

Several Board members commented on how nice the pictures looked in the 
Board room and thanked President Langan for his work on the picture 
project. 

Patricia Calabro read the treasurer’s report for May 2000. It was regularly 
moved (Matylewicz) and seconded (Staple) that the report be approved as 
read and placed on file. The motion carried. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Patricia Calabro read the memo of June 8, 200 from Sally Felix to Jack 
Foley at LA Bank regarding CD 1409024687 and mortgage payments for the 
Carbondale Library. The Lackawanna County Library System will liquidate 
the CD just named ($63,085.41) on its maturity date, June 13, 2000. Those 
funds will be used to pay nine full months’ (July 2000 up to and including 
March 2001) and one partial month’s (April 2001) mortgage on the loan for 
the Carbondale Public Library. With that payment, the Lackawanna County 
Library System will have fulfilled its obligation according to the terms of its 
guaranty of the loan taken out by the Carbondale Public Library for the 
construction of the new library building. This means that in April 2001, the 
Carbondale Library will have to start paying the mortgage on the building.

Patricia 
Calabro: “We should have a special meeting and ask Jack Foley to come and 
explain where we are with regard to meeting our financial obligations.

It was regularly 
moved (Staple) and seconded (Pascoe) that the report be approved as read 
and placed on file. The motion carried. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS 

Fund Raising Committee 

Pat Calabro reported that plans are proceeding apace for the mystery dinner, 
Reading Aunt Louise’s Will, on September 15. We still need a caterer and a 
name for the group in the play; also a name for the cafe in the play.

We have to make the 
payments beginning on March 6, 2001. We then have a couple of options. 
We can have the bank re-amortize the loan at that time. The Board decided 
to put off until January a motion to re-amoritze the loan. We currently have 
enough money in the building fund to make 15 payments—through May 6, 
2002. Without any other changes to the loan, we will have to raise $55,092 
each year for the next nine years to pay off the loan. Jack Foley gave the 
Library a list of foundations that we might want to contact for additional 
contributions.

August 13. 

Noise in the Library 

Robert Powell remarked that the various tutoring programs that take place in 
the public reading rooms of the Library are causing a noise problem and 
suggested that the tutoring take place in the Community Room. Robert 
suggested that “Quiet Please” signs be posted throughout the Library. Robert 
also suggested that a sign giving notice that “gentlemen will remove their 
hats when in the Library” be posted by the entrance door to the Library. “We 
have no control over the conduct of Library patrons when they are not in the 
Library building,” Powell remarked, “but when Library patrons are in the 
Library building, it is within our power to establish behavioral guidelines 
that must be followed.

About Social Security and Medicare... 


Receive retirement benefits and still work 


Social Security pays retirement, disability, family and 
survivors benefits. Medicare, a separate program run by 
the Health Care Financing Administration, helps pay 
for inpatient hospital care, nursing care, doctors' fees, 
and other medical services and supplies to people over 
65 or to people who have received Social Security 
disability benefits for two years. Your Social Security 
covered earnings qualify you for both programs. 

Here are some facts about Social Security's benefits: 

T Retirement — If you were born before 1938, your 
full retirement age is 65. Because of a 1983 change 
in the law, the full retirement age will increase 
gradually to 67 for people born in 1960 and later. 

Some people retire before their full retirement age. 
They can retire as early as age 62 and take their 
benefits at a reduced rate. Others continue working 
after their full retirement age. They receive higher 
benefits because of additional earnings and special 
credits for delayed retirement. 

▼ Disability — If you become severely disabled before 
full retirement age, you can receive disability benefits 
after six months if you have: 

— enough Social Security credits; and 

— a physical or mental impairment that’s expected 
to prevent you from doing “substantial” work 
for a year or more or a condition that’s expected 
to result in death. 

T Family — If you’re eligible for disability or 
retirement benefits, your current or divorced 
spouse, minor children or adult children disabled 
before age 22 also may receive benefits. Each may 
qualify for up to 50 percent of your benefit amount. 
The total amount depends on how many family 
members qualify. 

T Survivors — When you die, certain members of 
your family may be eligible for benefits: 

— your spouse age 60 or older (50 or older if 
disabled, or any age if caring for your children 
under age 16); and 

— your children if unmarried and under age 18, still 
in school and under age 19, or adult children 
disabled before age 22. 

If you are divorced, your ex-spouse could be eligible 
for a widow’s or widower’s benefit on your record 
when you die. 


You can continue to work and still get retirement 
benefits. If you are under your full retirement age, there 
are limits on how much you can earn without losing 
some or all of your retirement benefits. These limits 
change each vear. When you apply for benefits, we’ll tell 
you what the limits are at that time and whether work 
would affect your monthly benefits. When you reach 
your full retirement age, the earnings limits no longer 
apply. 

Before you decide to retire, think about your benefits 
for the long term.

Historical Town Taken Prisoner by Bureau of Prisons 


The residents of the borough of Waymart and Canaan Township (Wayne 
County, PA) are fighting to save their community and its future in a pitched 
battle with the Federal Bureau of Prisons (BOP). 


The battle (two other communities in Pennsylvania—Brush Valley and 
Phillipsburg—are fighting similar battles with the Bureau of Prisons) is over 
the BOP’s plans to build a maximum-security prison on pristine agricultural 
lands in this historic community. 


In so doing, the BOP will adversely impact not only important extant 
features of the Delaware and Hudson rail line, the first commercially 
successful railroad in the Untied States, that pass through this community 
but also the agricultural complex that was a key component of the Farview 
State Hospital (the only remaining example in Pennsylvania of a hospital for 
the mentally ill that was built according to the Kirkbride model) that is 
located in this community. 


At the same, a Rails-to-Trails link will be permanently destroyed by the 
footprint of the prison project. 


To date, the BOP has not followed legal guidelines established by the 
National Environmental Policy Act and the National Historic Preservation 
Act. Several community groups have attempted to consult with the BOP in 
an effort to avoid, minimize, or mitigate for damages caused by the siting of 









the prison (which is to be built across the street from the community’s 
elementary school and which will destroy the community’s main street), but 
these groups have not been successful in their efforts to persuade the BOP to 
construct the proposed prison on an alternate site. 

The quality of life and the historic resources of this community will be 
destroyed forever if the Bureau of Prisons is not persuaded to modify its 
plans for the siting of this maximum-security facility in the heart of rural 
small-town America. 

The BOP will not recognize that there is significant community opposition 
to the siting of the proposed prison in the heart of this community. The 
community needs your help in presenting these facts to a larger audience and 
in curtailing the out-of-control behavior of the Bureau of Prisons in small¬ 
town America.

Graveyard Arrests Could Mean 
End of Carbondale’s Vandalism

CARBONDALE — It's been a 
tough couple of weeks for some 
Carbondale business owners who 
went to bed at night dreading 
what they might find when they 
returned to their stores the next 
morning. 

But Carbondale police think 
they’ve made a dent' in a recent 
vandalism outbreak when they 
nabbed six juveniles late Tues¬ 
day at the St. Rose Cemetery on 
Cemetery Street for vandalizing 
tombstones. 

The juveniles will be peti¬ 
tioned for arrest and were re¬ 
leased early Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. 

Carbondale Police Chief Do¬ 
minick Andidora said more ar¬ 
rests are possible in the vandal¬ 
ism ring. 

"Once we question the juve¬ 
niles, we expect that we will find 
out there were more people in¬ 
volved,” he said. 

For at least two weeks, the de¬ 
partment has been receiving 


■ir- 

complaints from businesses 
around town that had been hit by 
vandals. 

The group spray-pairtted graf¬ 
fiti on downtown businesses such 
as the Daily Grind on River 
Street, the Ben-Mar Restaurant 
on Main Street and Zazzera’s 
Grocery Store on Church Street. 

When the police realized they 
had an epidemic on their hands. 
Chief Andidora ordered extra pa¬ 
trols out during the night. 

"But they didn’tt work,” he 
said. “We used our cruisers for 
the extra patrols, and the juve¬ 
niles had lookouts who could 
watch for police cars.” 

This week, the department 
switched gears, using unmarked 
cars and disguised officeis in 
those cars to search for the indi¬ 
viduals responsible. 

The effort paid off Tuesday 
when one unit sptued vandals at 
the cemetery spray painting 
tombstones. Chief Andidora said 
police believe some of the juve¬ 
niles were involved in the van¬ 
dalism of other property in the 
city. 


“It's horrible that kids would 
even think of doing that, vandal¬ 
izing tombstones,” Chief Andi¬ 
dora said. “But now they know 
it’s wrong and they’re going to 
pay for it. And so will anyone 
else that we catch.” 

And it won’t be cheap, either. 
The damage caused by the offend¬ 
ers reaches far into four figures, 
but most likely is below $10,000, 
said Chief Andidora. 

In addition, the juveniles will 
face charges of criminal mischief 
and vandalism. Carbondale 
Mayor John Jordan approved of 
the plan, and authorized the ex¬ 
tra patrol. 

The hunt is not over. Since the 
chief believes there are more 
vandals from the group who are 
still on the loose, he will employ 
the same type of patrol at least 
into the weekend, and probably 
longer. 

"We’re going to make sure 
that we’ve got ail of them,” he 
said. "People should not have to 
worry about whether they’ll 
wake up and their property will 
be destroyed.”

The citizens and residents of Lackawanna County are fortunate in that they 
have not only the Lackawanna Historical Society but also the Carbondale 
Historical Society and Museum to serve as the guardians of the County’s 
rich history', heritage, and traditions. 

The Carbondale Historical Society and Museum was founded at the time of 
America’s bicentennial celebrations in 1976. Over the quarter century that 
the Society has been in existence, it has served the public by relying solely 
on a core group of dedicated volunteers. This reliance on volunteers was 
necessary because the Society’s limited financial resources—primarily 
membership dues and modest donations from the public—made it 
impossible to hire part-time or full-time personnel. 

As the County’s second historical society, the Carbondale Historical Society 
was not eligible to receive financial support from the County. The Society’s 
eligibility status changed, we were very pleased to learn in the final months 
of 1999, when Governor Tom Ridge signed into law, on November 3, 1999, 
a bill that permits county commissioners in the Commonwealth to 
appropriate funds to all historical societies in counties that have more than 
one historical society—such as Lackawanna County.

The Carbondale Historical Society and Museum is an organized and 
permanent institution that was incorporated on March 15, 1983 (copy of 
incorporation certificate attached) and recognized by the Internal Revenue 
Service as exempt from Federal income tax under Section 501 c (3) of the 
Internal Revenue Code on July 2, 1984 (copy of IRS letter attached). 

The Society is an educational and historical organization whose mission is to 
record, gather, and preserve the history of the city of Carbondale and the 
surrounding area. Through its genealogical and local history research center 
on the third floor of Carbondale City Hall (listed in the National Register of 
Historic Places on January 6, 1983, through the efforts of the Society) and 
through an annual series of public lectures, programs, exhibitions, and 
commemorative ceremonies, in the community and in the public schools, the 
Society, at the same time, interprets and makes accessible to the public the 
City’s rich, diverse, and unique history and heritage. The Society is 
committed to the central values of (1) maintaining the highest possible 
standards in all its endeavors, (2) providing excellent service to the public at 
all times, and (3) demonstrating leadership and innovation in the field of 
local history. 

In 2000, the Society engaged Mrs. Frances Komorowsky (a former Green 
Thumb Program participant who was assigned to the Society) as a part-time 
staff member. Hers is the only salaried position in the organization at 
present. Mrs. Komorowsky’s exemplary administrative talents, museum 
experience, and knowledge have made it possible for the Society to be open 
to the public year round. Assisting Mrs. Komorowsky in the effective and 
successful management of the Society on a day-to-day basis are the 
Society’s officers, directors, and a core group of devoted and dedicated 
volunteers. 

The Society is housed in Carbondale City Hall and enjoys a very positive 
and mutually beneficial relationship with the city government. Together, the 
Society’s staff, officers, board of directors, and volunteers have made the 
Society one of the most highly respected and visible civic and community 
organizations in Carbondale.

As we have said, the Carbondale Historical Society has very limited 
financial resources. Annual membership fees and dc nations only make it 
possible for the Society to maintain a modest office. In the nine-month 
period that the Society has paid Mrs. Komorowsky a modest weekly stipend, 
we have very nearly exhausted all of our savings. To continue to keep our 
doors open to the public, to employ Mrs. Komorowsky on a pan-time basis, 
and to expand our program of services to the community to 40-hours a week, 
the Carbondale Historical Society needs $10,000 in funding per annum from 
an outside source. 


This, then, is a request to you, the County Commissioners, to help us to 
continue to serve as a guardian organization for the County’s rich history, 
heritage, and traditions by allocating $10,000 to the Carbondale Historical 
Society and Museum in the 2001 Lackawanna County Budget.

Patriotism

Patriotism means love of country. The word patriotism is derived 
form the Greek word patriot, meaning fatherland 

To show patriotism you must show admiration and love for the 
fatherland and the customs and traditions your country has. The feelings a 
person has for his family are the same feelings he could have for his country. 
They are both units to which we all belong. Just as one would want to love 
and protect his family, so, too, he would want to love and protect his 
country. 

People who are patriotic are willing to defend their country against all 
challengers or those who will not allow them to exercise their rights as 
citizens of an independent country. The Pilgrims, for example, left England 
and came to what would become America in search of religious freedom. 
Here, they were allowed to practice their religion without restrictions. 
Ultimately this love of personal liberty became the cornerstone of the 
American nation—a land where the right to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness is now taken for granted. Four of those patriots (John Alden, 
Priscilla Mullins, and her parents) are, I am proud to say, ancestors of mine.

The patriots of the time, one of 
whom, John Griswold, an ancestor of mine, took a patriotic stand and helped 
to create the country we now call America. 

During the Civil War patriotism meant many different things to many 
different people. To those in the North it meant one thing and to those in the 
South it meant another. To Alvin R. Squire, my great, great, great, great 
grandfather, and thousands of such men it meant fighting for the North. For 
thousands of other Americans it meant fighting for the South. Only one of 
those causes could prevail if America was to survive. Because of that 
difficult war we are now a unified nation. More recently, my father’s brother 
Russell enlisted in the Navy during the Vietnam War and spent two years in 
Antarctica as a Seabee. 

For me, then, given the patriotic stand many of my ancestors took in 
the course of American history, and given my own personal beliefs and 
ideals, patriotism has a dual meaning—love of family, love of country.

In a conversation with the Rev. Paul W. Gere in the summer of 1999, we 
learned (1) that one of the fountains that used to stand in downtown 
Carbondale is now located at Camp Archbald in Brooklyn/Kingsley, and (2) 
that the Girl Scouts of America were interested in finding a suitable home 
for the fountain.

Carbondale Mayor John “Jig¬ 
ger” Jordan spent the time after 
his election looking over his 
shoulder. 

Shrouded with courtroom 
threats from his closest competi¬ 
tor, Joseph Vadella, and the un¬ 
certainty of a new city council, 
the first few inonths after the 
November 1999 election weren’t 
the easiest of times for the cur¬ 
rent mayor. 

But with that out of the way, 
Mayor Jordan has seen better 
days, and for his efforts, he is 
about to be rewarded as many 
other Carbondale mayors have 
been.

tures are two 19th Century Car¬ 
bondale mayors, William Bren¬ 
nan (1065-66) and Thomas Voyle 
(1867-69, 7 l 3-74, 82-83). 

Mayor Jordan’s picture is the 
only one of the new additions 
that is done by photography. 

The other two black-and- 
white portraits are original com¬ 
positions drawn by Alice Stolle 
of Carbondale. 

Ms. Stolle recreated the por¬ 
traits from images found in local 
history books. 


The Carbondale Historical So¬ 
ciety has consistently placed 
three portraits on the wall each 
fall and spring for three years. 
This total brings the number of 
mayors on display to 28,15 short 
of the 41 mayors the city has 
had. At the rate the historical so¬ 
ciety is moving, the process 
should be completed by spring 
2003. 

The society has run through 
all of the mayors it has pictures 
of, and now must hunt through 
local lore to find the remaining 
images. 

The society has started plans 
for the spring 2001 unveiling, 
but only has one definite por¬ 
trait. Mayor William Morrison 
(1874-75) will beetle of the pic¬ 
tures for sure, because the soci¬ 
ety already has his portrait. 

The society also may have 
clues to the whereabouts of a 
picture of A.F. Fey (1928-32). He 
is one of three city mayors from 
the 20th Century the society is 
still tracking, along with James 
B. Murrin (1912-16) and John T. 
Loftus (1916-24). 

Though some paintings have 
been recreated through newspa¬ 
per photos, the society first 
looks for pictures from family 
members.

I wanted to acknowledge your letter of December 6. It is true that one of the fountains formerly 
located in Carbondale is not located on property at Camp Archbald. However, we were not 
actually trying to find a home for the fountain. It was formerly the site of one of our day camps, 
but the area has not been used for some time. There was some interest by Girl Scouts in clearing 
the area and restoring the fountain. No progress has been made on that project as yet. 

We were approached by the Momrose Historical Society with a request that we donate the 
fountain to them. 1 nc Property Committee at that time noted that should we choose to give or 
sell the fountain, we would need to contact Carbondale first to see if they wanted it. 

At this time, no decision has been made to remove the fountain. I will present your letter to the 
Property Committee at their next meeting, which will be in late January. While they may make a 
recommendation, a decision would need to come from the Board of Directors. One concern 
would certainly be the possible environmental impact of removal and restoring the area to its 
original condition.

SOME RECENT HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS / EVENTS 

In ceremonies sponsored by the Historical Society, three additional 
portraits of mayors of Carbondale were unveiled in City Council 
Chambers on Sunday afternoon, November 19. The three mayors whose 
portraits were unveiled are: William Brennan (1865-1866), Thomas 
Voyle (1867-1869, 1873-1874, 1882-1883), and John Jordan (2000- 
present). The portraits of Mayors Brennan and Voyle are original 
compositions by Alice Stolle, Carbondale. The master of ceremonies was 
S. Robert Powell. Mr. and Mrs. Myron Heilman and Gloria Wilson 
presided at the refreshment table. 

These portraits will become a part of the permanent exhibition of 
mayors’ portraits in Council Chambers. The exhibition curator is Joseph 
Pascoe, the treasurer of the Histoiical Society. Portraits of 28 of 
Carbondale’s mayors are now on display in Council Chambers, 
including a photographic reproduction of an oil painting by J. W. Raught 
of the city’s first mayor, James Archbald. This painting is an oil on 
canvas that was copied by Raught from a painting by Elliott, dated 1845.

Catlin. 



On Sunday, December 10, the Seventeenth Annual Carbondale 
Christmas Concert by the Crystal Band took place in the Berean Baptist 
Church, Carbondale. This annual concert is sponsored by the Historical 
Society and the Berean Baptist Church as a Christmas gift to the 
community as a whole.
